Uniform Crate Size And 
Marketing Agreements 
‘Sought 


Florida Celery Growers and 
Shippers, meeting in Avon Park 
on August 17, voted to use only 
one size container in the future, 
and standardized on the size 
crate listed in the container tar- 
iff as No. 3612, with inside di- 
mensions of 934x16x20 ‘inches. 
‘The meeting was participated in 
by growers and shippers of more 
than 85% of the total volume of 
celery moved from the “state 
last season. Provision was made 
for permitting shippers _ who 
have on hand containers of other 
sizes to use up their present in- 
ventory, but it was agreed that 
no future purchases would be 
made of sizes other than No. 
3612. 

The action was brought about 
by the fact that several sizes 
of crate have been used in Flor- 
ida in recent years, creating 
confusing and added expense- 
Adoption of a standard contain- 
er is inline with the recommen- 
dations of the National Con- 
tainer Committee, and of the 
Florida Crate Manufacturers 
Association, who pointed out 
that the use of various sizes 
increased the cost of produc- 
ing crates, 

The meeting was a 
monious one, accordi 


presided, conclusion of 
the celery industry to standar- 
dize on a single size crate was 
a forward step,” Graw said, 
“But the fact that the entire 
group agreed to accept what- 
ever decision was made by two- 
thirds of their number was even 
more important, for it showed 
that producers and shippers are 
willing to unite their future ef- 
forts to combat the many serious 
problems facing the Florida cel- 
ery industry. ` 

“More than 85% of the celery 
produced in Florida last, year 
was represented in the meeting, 
and unanimous approval was 
given to other proposals“which 
the industry hopes will aid in 
improving marketing conditions 
for the Florida crop, for which 
prices last season were often be- 
low cost of production, because 
of glutted markets.” 

Among these recommenda-

Local Post Office 


According to Rosa Nash, the 
‘local Post mistress, air parcel 
| post rates will be effective here 
September 1st. 

Air parcel post will include all 

[classes of mailable matter 
) weighing not less than 8 oz. and 
‘not more than 70 pounds and 
zone rates will apply. Speci- 
fications will not let any parcel 
go air mail if it exceeds 100 
inches in length and girth com- 
bined. This includes written or 
other matter of Ist class nature 
wheaher sealed or unsealed, e: 
cept in case of first class mail 
the rate shall not be less than 
3c an ounce. 
Air zone rates provided by 
the new law shall be based on 
the eight postal zones applying 
to 4th class matter. 

In zones 1 and 2 the air rate 
will be 55c for the first pound 
and 4c for each additional 
pound; zone 3, Ist pound 60c 
and each additional pound. 8c; 
zone 4, 1st pound 65c and’ each 
additional pound 14c; zone 5, 
Ist pound 70c and each addi- 
tional pound 24c; zone 6, lst 
pound 75c and each additional 
pound 33c; zone 7, Ist pound 
75c and each additional pound 
45c; zone 8, 1st pound 80c and 
each additional pound 65c. 

The exceptions to.the above 
rates are: The rate of 80c the 
first pound and 80c for each 
additional pound will be charg- 
ed on parcels between the U. 
S. and its possessions which or- 
dinarily fall in the 8th postal 
zone. This also applies to par- 
cels going between possessions 
of the U. S. and APO's or Fleet 
Post Offices. 


Summer Rain 
Below That Of 
Last Year 


Rainfall for the months of 
May, June ana July has only 
reached a little more than one- 
third of the total during the 
same three months last- year. 
Comparing the figures for these 
three months for both '47 and’48 
show that the ensuing summer 
has been*a comparatively dry 
season. 

The past month of May only 
3.11 inches of ram fell which 
was 2.23 inches under the total 
for the same month in 1947 with 
5.34. Approximately one-foot of 
water fell in June of last year as 
compared with only 3.84 inches 
in the past month of June. Com- 
paring July of both seasons énly 
7.43 inches fell in '48 as against 
14.22 in *47. For the past seven 
month period only about half 
as much rain has fallen com- 
pared to the figure of 50.27 re- 
corded at the Experiment Sta- 
tion for ‘47. 

If the weatherman will go 
easy on the Glades region the 
fall season should be a good one. 
A hurricane of the nature that 
crossed the southern part of 
Florida last September will defi- 
nitely throw a monkey wrench 
in the fall planting plans of 
most Glades farmers. * 

The lake level is at an all time 
low and it will take quite an 
abundence of rain to bring it up 
to the level of this time last 
year,

Senator Holland 
Reports On Work 
For Flood Control 


U. S. Senator Spessard Hol- 
land made a radio report to his 
constituents on the past session 
of the Congress and among 
other items covered he had the 
following to say concerning 
Flood Control. 

“Another field in which the 
Florida delegation, working as 
a unit, was able to accomplish 
good progress in the last ses- 
sion, is that of the vital flood 
control and water conservation 
program for South Florida, af- 
fecting the whole South end of 
the peninsula. You will recall 
that following the disastrous 
flood of last fall, the Army Engi- 
neers speeded up their planning 
work and reported a compre- 
hensive plan of flood control 
just after the beginning of the 
session. We were all happy to 
make considerable progress on 
this program during the session, 
in that we secured the approval 
by Congress of the entire first 
phase of the Engineers’ plan, 
which will eventually cost $70,- 
000,000, and we also secured 
Congressional authorization for 
an appropriation of $16,300,000 
with which the most necessitous 
work should be started next 
year, assuming that the State 
and local units which are affect- 
ed will put up same $3,000,000 
of matching money which is re- 
quired under the Engineers’ 
plan, as approved by Congress. 
This vital work which can be 
done with the funds just men- 
tioned, of about $20,000,000 
will be the construction of an 
adequate protective levee West 
of the cities and other highly 
developed areas on the lower 
East Coast, and the construction 
of levees protecting the towns 
and highly developed agricul- 
tural areas South and East of 
Lake Okeéchobee. 

“I feel that I would be remiss 
if I did not at this time express 
for myself and for the whole 
Florida delegation our congrat- 
ulations and appreciation to the 
many citizens and industries of 
Florida and also to the various 
units of government from the 
State down to the smallest unit 
affected, for the completely ħar- 
monious» way in which they 
settled their differences and pre- 
sented a common front both at 
the hearing of the Army in Mi- 
ami in February, and at the la- 
ter hearing before the Senate 
Committee in Washington. In 
my judgement, it was only

From 1940 to 1946 her total 
income to individuals increased 
163 per cent while those of the 
rest of the nation only increased 
123 per cent. That is really ank- 
ling along if you ask me. 

From a flat-footed little coun- 
try gal she has blossomed into a 
lady farmer of real importance. 
Her farming operations gave her 
a cash income of over three 
hundred and fifty four million 
dollars showing an increase over 
1940 of 221 per cent. 

Growing like a weed, her pop- 
ulation increase from 1940 to 
1947 was 26 per cent while the 
national average was only 9 per 
cent. It seems she is really a 
big girl now. 

The other gals in the nation 
were suré enough puny from 
the - sttndpoint of business 
growth as Miss Florida increas- 
ed her number of business con- 
cerns by 6 per cent, while over 
the nation a decrease of 1 per 
cent was shown.
